other as Major General ; and that the Duke of 

Vendome has caus’d fome Troops to advance within 

Cannon-fhot of Verona, and intrerch themfelves 

there: A Reiuforcement of our Troops, and fome 

Cannon, are hereupon puc into that City, and all 

imaginable Precaution is usd by the Proveditore, 
to prevent its being furpriz’d. .

Letters from Prince Eugene’s Camp at San Mar- 
tino in the Veroneze, daicd the 11:4 of this Month, 
advife, that his Highnefs had cavs'd Te Denm to be 
fu.g, anda tiple Difcharge made of Artillery and 
{mall Arms, for the great Victory obcain’d by the 
Allies at Rametlies in Brabant the 234 of May ; ‘hat 
the Princes of Saxe Govha, Anhalt Deffau,and Wir- 
temb.rg, were arriv'd at the fad Imperial Camp 
with the Aux''iary Troops of Sax: Gotha and o- 
thers; thac the Palatincs were expected to arrive 
there in afew Days; and thac Eugene was prepar- 
ing '0 put bis Army in morion foon after their Arrival. 

Infpruch, June 15. Yefterday an Officer pafs’d 
through this Place, bring fone by Ps nce Eugene ro 
the Court cf Vienna: He reported, that the Im- 
perial Army in che Veroneze is already encreas’d to 
30000 Men, and that Prince Eugene will {peedily 
atcempr {me important En erprize. . 

F om the Camp before Turin, Jane 12. The 8th In- 
fant in the Mf reing, the Duke de la Feuillade fent 
into the Cuy B.igadier Marignan with a Trumpet, 
to acquaint the Duke of Savov, that the King 
Would give Leave to the Dutcheffes and their La- 
dies to retire whicher they pleas’d ; and thac the 
Duke de la Feui'ade was ready to give them ne- 
ceffary Paffports for that Purpofe, as alfo a Guard ;
